Act, 1959 (54 of 1959) and danse (i) of article 258 of the Constitution, the President, with the 
consent of all the State Governments, entrusts to each such Gov'crnmcnt the functions of the 
Central Government under the provisions of the Arms Act, 1959, the Arms Rules, 1962, and the 
notifications mentioned in column i of the Schedule below subject to such conditions as arc 
specified in column 2 thereof and also to the general conditions hereinafter mentioned, namely:— 

(а) that the State Government shall, in the exercise of these functions, be subject to the like 

control by the Central Government as was exetcisablc by it immediately before the 
lat'October, 19625 

(б) that the State Government shall observe the policies and instructions laid down by 

the Central Government and shall not enunciate new policies or issue instructions 
inconsistent with those of the Central Government without the prior consent of that 
Government;

Government and is without prejudice to the overall jurisdiction of the CenttIBl Govern¬ 
ment.
